WILLING TO TESTIFY 


Ambassador Sheffield 
Saw “Bribe Papers” Be- 
fore Hearst Did, Accord-' 
ing to Newspaper Man. | 


Washington, December 20.—({ United 
News.)—The American embassy in 
Mexico City bought forged documents 
from Miguel Avila, the half-Mexican 
who obtained the recent alleged docu- 
ments for William Randolph Hearst's 
newspapers, Robert H. Murray, New 
York representative of the Bank of 
Mexico, told the special senate in- 
vestigating committee today. 

The state department refused to 
comment on the matfer but officials 
are willing to give the facts to the 
senate committee should they be re- 
quested. Murray was Mexico City 
correspondent for The New York 
Wild from 1911 to 1919 and after 
that he was interested in mining, land 
and other business activities in Mexieo 
City until recently when he became 
the New York correspondent of the 
Mexican government bank. 

Murray said he had heard there 
were a considerable number of forged 
documents which could be had in 
Mexico City, some purporting to be 
from Mexican official files and some 
from the American embassy. 

Given Forged Document. 

A copy of one forged document was 
given to him by Arthur Constantine, 
correspondent of The New York 
World, who had received it from 
Avila, the man who obtained the 
Hearst documents, Murray said. -He 
asserted he was informed then that 
Avila was a “gumshoe man,” who 
had done werk for the Americap

“I under- 
stood that it had accumulated a large 
collection of documents.” 

“You say the American embassy 
was buying documents?” Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson asked. 

“It was common street talk. at the. 
time,” Murray replied. “The air was 
full of documents and people were 
peddling them.” 

“Did Ambassador Sheffield see the 
Hearst documents before Hearst did?”

An intelligent person should know 
the types, amounts and proportions of 
the various food elements essential 
for the proper nurture ‘of the body. 
This is physiology. Few intelligent 
persons know these things, because 
somehow our educational system 
neglects or ignores physiology. Yet 
human pare ogy is a science quite 
as worthy of study as is geography, 
and the boy or girl who escapes in- 
struction in physiology is no better 
educated than the backwoods moun- 
taineer who has no knowledges of 
geography. 

It seems that this remarkable sup- 
pression of human physiology in our 
school system is a settled policy and 
the policy is confirmed and supported 
by divers powerful commercial inter- 
ests whose prosperity depends vn 
— ignorance. This is as much as 

dare say about the matter. 


But surely it must strike the inno- 
cent bystander as a strange circum- 
stance that, if or when a school super- 
intendent or principal here and there 
does recognize the wisdom and pro- 
priety of giving human physiology a 
proper place in the regular curricu- 
lum, he immediately encounters a dis 
couraging obstacle to his plans—he 
cannot find a suitable textbook of 
physiology for grade or high school, 
and he cannot find a teacher quali- 
fied by training to take charge of 
this «branch of science. Apparently 
the interests have this all arranged 
to work out just so, 


The power of the interestse—laugh 
at this allusion to the “interests,” if 
you will, laugh and show your ig- 
norance—the interests do so control 
policies so completely in the colleges 
and universities, There we find not 
only suitable textbooks of physiology 
but instructors qualified by training 
to teach the subject. 


Howel’s “Textbook of Physiology” 
for instance, is one of the best and 
is used in many colleges. It would be 
an ideal textbook for high schools 
and elementary schools if only Dr. 
Howell or some young teacher collab- 
orating with bim would simplify and 
condense the book to a form and size 
suitable for the common schools. How 
come this very thing has not been 
done? Well, maybe the interests don’t 
want it done. Can we expect an 
author to devote his labor to such a 
task without a fair expectation of re- 
ward? Only a philanthropist could or 
would attempt to write such a text- 
book in the face of the sordid school 
texthook situation, and- even if an 
author wrote the book. where would 
he find a publisher with the innoeent 
faith to manufacture it? 

There are now published and used 
in the common schools a great ruck 
of textbooks, some of which purport 
to deal with physiology. But it is 
really humorous to classify these

Purpose of the Loan: These bonds will constitute the first series of a Peruvian National Loan which has 
been authorized for the purpose, among others, of refunding the entire external 
secured debt of the Republic. The proceeds of this fitst series will be used primarily for retiring by purchase 
or redemption certain of the external secured loans or obligations of the Republic the service charges on 
which are comparatively high. The remainder of the proceeds of this first series will be used for (1) the 
repayment of short term interim indebtedness of the Republic contracted for objects included within the 
purposes of the Loan, (2) the establishment of a gold exchange fund to be utilized to assist the stabilization 
of the Peruvian national currency, (3) the payment of the Republic’s share of the capital of the Mortgage 
Bank of Peru, soon to be created, (4) the construction and improvement of dock and shipping facilities in 
the harbor of Callao and (5) the carrying forward of public works now under construction. The bonds will 
be issued under a Fiscal Agency and Loan Agreement which will provide for the issue of additional series of 
the Loan under specified restrictions. 


Security: These bonds will be direct oblizations of the Republic of Peru, which will pledge its full faith and 

credit for the payment thereof and which will covenant, among other things, so long as any bonds 
of the Peruvian National Loan are outstanding, (1) not to issue or guarantee any loan or obligations secured 
by a lien on specific revenues nor, without the consent of the Fiscal Agents, on specific assets, unless prior

The Republic has made provision by law for the collection by or deposit with the Caja de Depositos y 
Consignaciones, effective January 1, 1928, of a substantial part of its revenues, and the Caja has covenanted 
to apply the available revenues received by it each month to the payment to the Fiscal Agents of the monthly 
Service charges for all bonds of the Peruvian National Loan of all series outstanding before paying over any 
sums to the Republic. Pursuant to such provision, it is contemplated that the Caja will shortly commence to 
collect or receive the deposit of revenues which averaged, for the three year period 1924, 1925 and 1926, 
$17,126,376 per annum, of which there will be available for the service of the first series bonds revenues 
which averaged annually for this three year period $14,224,155, or 4.06 times, and in 1926 amounted to 
$17,180,660, or 4.90 times, the annual service charge of $3,500,000 on the first series bonds. 


General: The Republic of Peru is the third largest country in South America and has a population estimated 
at 6,000,000. It is rich in mineral and agricultural resources. It is the world’s third largest pro- 
ducer of silver and for many years it has exported large quantities of low cost copper.
